there was a meeting of Odd Pel- 
lows, -August 12th, 1S7G. 
It was 


then determined to establish an As- 
sociation to be composed of such 
members of the Order as might 
choose to unite with it. The Asso- 
ciation wan formed, but for some 
four sears of its existence it was but 
an obscure feature, and June 5th, 
1S71 tho Association formally dis- 
solved, handing over its assets to a 
board of trustees, consisting of an 
equal number of members from each 
of the Lodges then in existence in 
Oakland. These Lodges had agreed 
to assume the trust and to pay the; 
sum of fifty cents per quarter for 
each member in good standing. 
Thus every Odd 1'ellow became en- 
titled to the benefits and privileges 
of the Library. When Fountain 
Lodge was formed, it was admitted 
into the Association, aud it is open 
for the' ' 


ADMISSION OP ANY LODGE 


That may hereatfer be instituted in 
this city. When the Library was 
placed upon this footing thero were 
1,103 volumes upon its shelves. Tho 
Librarian's report for September oi 
that year, showed a membership o:f 
239 persons and a circulation of 284 
volumes. 
Since the Lodges have 


controlled its,affairs, and "contrib- 
uted a fixed quarterly sum. to i'is 
support, it has increased both in ex- 
tent and popularity. rAn invitation 
was extended to Orion Lodge No. 
189, to join with the rest of the 
Lodges in the Association, but the 
Eas_t Oakland brethren declined. As 
an instance showing the -popularity 
of this Library, it may_ be well to 
mention the fact that in the year 
ending Jane 80,1876 there were 446 
persons emtitled to draw books from 
its shelves, and the Librarian's re- 
port showed that the circulation 
reached 10,584, an average of two 
books for each member every month. 
The Library is under the careful- 
supervision of Mr. P. J. Ipsen, and 
is open from 1 o'clock P. M. all the 
afternoon and evening with the ex- 
ception of an hour—from 5 to 6 
o'clock. There are now 3,000 vol- 
umes in the library, to which con- 
stant accessions are being made. 


TAXIDEBMIST'E COLLECTION. 


Last year Dr. A. .Verhaye, of Oak- 


land, donated to the Library a col- 
lection of stuffed birds, for which a 
handsome glass show-case was pro- 
vided, and this costly addition to 
the other attractions of the Library 
is free to the patrons. 


THE EAST OAKLAND LODQB, 


Doubtless deeming that it was too 
much trouble to come into the city 
proper, to attend Lodge, etc., did 
not join in with their brethren here, 
either in the Library Jisociation or 
in building matters. 
They, how- 


ever, have erected a building at a 
cost of some 86,000, which is sit- 
uated on East-Twelfth street, within 
easy access to the railroad depot. 
The horse-cars pass in front of its 
door, and places them in easy reach 
of thair - Oakland brethren. Their 
hall is a two-story wooden structure, 
and has a handsomely furnished 
hall for lodge purposes on the sec- 
ond floor, The ground floor is fitted 
up for stores which are already oc- 
cupied. 


GENERAL BELIEF COMMITTEE, 


Another feature of the Order—and 
a feature that is emphatically a noble 
one—is the Belief Committee insti- 
tuted March 30, 1873. It consists 
of the Noble Grand, Vice-Grand, 
and Junior Past Grand of the three 
first lodges that were organized in 
this city, viz: Oakland, Fountain 
and .University. Lodges. Its pur- 
pose ia to afford relief to sick breth 
ren, and oi' sojourninc brethren who 
are in need of aid. The destitute 
widows of former Odd Fellows are 
taken care of, and they are supplied 
with the necessaries of life until en- 
abled to aid themselves. The regu- 
lar meetings of the Eelief Commit- 
tee; are held every .Sunday at 1C 
o'clock in Odd Fellows' Hall, corner 
of Eleventh and Franklin 'streets.
